Fully struck with rich orange-gold color 
and moderately reflective fields on each side. A popular low 
mintage date. Population: 12 in 64, 9 finer. 

469 PCGS 1885 MS 64. A very attractive example of this later 
date gold dollar. The surfaces are a deep golden-orange with 
some lilac accents on the obverse devices. Slightly semi¬ 
prooflike in the fields, fully struck, and showing just the 
faintest evidence of die clashing on the reverse. 

470 NGC 1885 MS 65. Prooflike and fully struck. This is a flashy 
example of this popular low mintage gold dollar. 
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471 PCGS 1887 MS 64. Nicely reflective fields and clean surfaces 
overall make this an astute purchase for the type collector or 
investor. 

472 PCGS 1889 MS 63. Lustrous and original with variegated pink 
and orange color over both sides. A nice coin for a 63. 

473 PCGS 1889 MS 65. This popular final year of issue has a 
reputation for high quality coins but this piece is definitely a 
cut above the norm even for this date. The fields are deeply 
prooflike making the coin at first glance resemble a proof. 
There is a modest amount of frost on the obverse devices but 
virtually none on the reverse. Free from any distracting 
blemishes or die clash marks. 

474 PCGS 1889 MS 67. This is an unusual and very interesting 
coin, not easy to say about an 1889 gold dollar, but this piece 
has a dimension of eye appeal that is hard to imagine and 
impossible to duplicate. Not only are the surfaces devoid of 
any noticeable abrasions, but they are heavily patinated with 
deep coppery-red, steel-blue, and pale olive colors. Definitely 
unusual and worth taking a look at during lot viewing. 


PROOF GOLD DOLLARS 

475 NGC 1880 PR 62. The 1880 gold dollar is a very rare coin as a 
proof and not a date to be confused with the much more 
common proofs struck later in the decade. Only 36 proofs were 
struck and one estimate places the number of survivors as 
high as 22 pieces. So, even in this grade this is a significant 
rarity. The grade seems a bit severe as there are very few 
visually distracting marks on either side. The fields are deep 
and watery and impossible to confuse with a prooflike striking. 

476 PCGS 1888 PR 65. A high-grade example of this late date 
gold dollar that shows its proof qualities not only by the 
reflectivity in the fields but also by the characteristic orange- 
peel surface and heavy die polish on the neck below the ear of 
Liberty. There are only a couple of small contact marks on 
each side. Population: 20 in 65, 3 finer 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

477 NGC 1834 Classic XF 45. Small Head, Large Arrowheads, 
Breen-6138. Well struck with tinges of orange about the 
perimeter. 

478 NGC 1834 Classic XF 45. Large or "Booby" Head, Breen-6140. 
A sharp example with considerable luster remaining. 

479 PCGS 1835 AU 58. Well struck for the type with only slight 
softness over the ear. Even yellow-gold color and just a few 
small field marks on the reverse. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

480 PCGS 1843-0 AU 55. Large Date. A rare issue that has 
remained unrecognized by the major grading services. As a 
result, it has become a forgotten rarity. If uncertain, the Large 
Date variety can be distinguished by the diagnostic 
repunching on the bottom of the O in the mint mark. This is an 
atypically strong strike for the issue with good definition on 
the hair curls and only slight softness on the eagle's leg. Deep 
reddish color and clean surfaces overall. Unlisted in Trends. 


481 ANACS 1856-0 AU 50. An elusive issue in all grades and a 
condition rarity in XF or better. Well struck on the obverse 
with the usual softness on the eagle on the reverse. Yellow- 
gold color with faint remnants of luster in the more protected 
areas and few field marks. Trends $2,900. 

482 NGC 1856-0 AU 50. An elusive issue in all grades and an 
important condition rarity in XF or better. This is a pleasing 
example whose surfaces are bright and shimmer with semi¬ 
reflectiveness in the fields. The strike is strong with softness 
noted only on the eagle. Trends $2,900. 

483 NGC 1858 XF 45. Bright and generally well struck except for 
the eagle's leg, as always. Scarcer than the mintage would 
suggest. Trends $290 in XF 40, $575 in AU 50. 

484 PCGS 1860-C XF 45. The 1860-C has a reputation for having 
a notoriously weak strike. This coin, however, is better struck 
than most with good detail on the hair curls and only slight 
softness on the eagle. One minor planchet rift can be detected, 
that being on the obverse trailing behind the bun into the 
field. Trends $1,600 in XF 40, $4,500 in AU 50. 

485 NGC 1861 MS 62. Well struck with bright yellow-gold color, 
just a bit abraded on the obverse. 

486 PCGS 1861-S XF 45. A very rare quarter eagle and the first 
we have offered in recent memory. Most examples are soft 
VFs, but this is a choice XF coin with very clean surfaces and a 
touch of central softness on each side.

Atypically well struck on both sides with 
bright surfaces and showing no distracting marks on either 
side.

Well struck with only minor abrasions. Trends $875. 

490 PCGS 1877 AU 50. Although not quite as scarce as its 
impressively low mintage of 1,632 pieces would indicate, the 
1877 is, nevertheless, a difficult quarter eagle. Most of the 
survivors are XF and better and many show some localized 
striking weakness.

493 NGC 1896 MS 63. Well struck with bright, lustrous surfaces. 

494 PCGS 1896 MS 64. A lovely high-end coin that is very close to 
grading 65. The surfaces are highly lustrous and show a deep 
reddish-golden and steely-blue patina. Fully struck. 
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495 PCGS 1897 MS 62. Razor sharp with pleasing yellow-gold 

496 NGC 1897 MS 65. A superior type coin that is fully struck and 
shows deep reddish-coppery color on each side. Clean and 
problem-free.

Sharply struck with traces of a reflective 
surface in the fields. A common date in the No Motto series. 

562 PCGS 1845 AU 53. Heavy Date. Bright yellow-gold surfaces, 
moderately abraded and with plenty of underlying luster. 
Trends $415 in AU 50. 

563 PCGS 1846-0 AU 50. Scarce in all grades with AU coins quite 
rare, meriting a low R.7 designation in that grade. Lightly 
abraded with only minimal softness on the hair curls. Slight 
reddish color around the devices. Trends $5,250. 

564 PCGS 1847-D AU 50. A moderately scarce D-mint five that is 
quite elusive in AU condition. This is a pleasing, semi- 
prooffike piece that is fully detailed in all the places that are 
usually weak on branch mint gold. Trends $3,000. 

565 NGC 1849-D AU 50. A very rare date D-mint five and an 
issue that we have not handled recently. Not only is this a rare 
date, but in this condition it is a condition rarity and one of the 
finest pieces known. Well struck with some slight softness in 
the centers and a trace of semi-prooflikeness in the fields.

566 PCGS 1855-D XF 45. A scarce D-mint half eagle that is rarely 
seen any finer than the present coin.

567 ANACS 1856 XF 40. Evenly worn and almost devoid of marks. 

568 PCGS 1856-S AU 50. A moderately scarce No Motto five that 
is very elusive in AU condition and unobtainable any finer. 
Nice color and pleasing original surfaces. There are a couple of 
shallow planchet laminations on the lower cheek of Liberty. 
Trends $2,600. 

569 NGC 1860-D XF 40. A very scarce half eagle that usually is a 
problem because of flatness of strike in the central portions of 
the design. This coin, however, is quite choice for the grade 
with considerable flash remaining in the semi-reflective fields 
and only slight softness on the eagle.

This is an original piece that has much deep reddish color on 
each side, and shows a number of small abrasions over the 
surfaces.

Not only is the '77-CC a rare date but it 
is also a condition rarity above the XF level. The mintage was 
only 8,680 pieces and most of the known survivors are not as 
nice as this choice VF specimen.

821 NGC 1936-S Columbia MS 66. Taken from an original 
cardboard holder of issue as one can tell from the tab toning 
on the reverse. Toned in spectacular shades of scarlet, jade- 
green, and golden-gray, this is a must-see coin for the toning 
enthusiast. 

Rich and attractive iridescent 
toning adds character.

This is the popular Bechtler five that 
shows the date August 1, 1834, the date of the enabling 
legislation that changed the weight of U.S. gold coins to a 
lower standard. There are just a few small surface abrasions 
on this coin and even color on both sides. Listed on page 261 of 
the current Guide Book. 

888 PCGS 1849 Moffat & Co. Five-Dollar XF 40. K-4, R.5. A 
relatively clean example of this popular California gold coin. 
There is a bit of central striking weakness and considerable 
reddish color surrounding the devices. Listed on page 263 of 
the 1993 Guide Book. 

889 PCGS 1849 Moffat & Co. Ten-Dollar, "Ten Dol." AU 53. K- 
6a, High R.5. Quite a pleasing Moffat ten that appears 
completely original. The surfaces are minimally abraded and 
there is a considerable amount of deep reddish patina in the 
fields which are predominantly an olive-gold in color. Well 
struck in all areas, just showing a bit of softness on the hair 
curls above the ear. Listed on page 263 of the current Guide 
Book 


CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 

890 PCGS 1870 Liberty Head Round Half Dollar MS 62. BG-1010, 
R.5. This variety has the denomination that appears to read 
DOLLAR. Prooflike fields with olive-gold color overall and a 
couple of spots of red here and there. 

891 PCGS 1875/3 Indian Head Round Half Dollar MS 64. BG-1058, 
R.5. Deeply prooflike and quite an attractive coin with 
substantial amounts of frost on the devices. 


PATTERNS 

892 NGC 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-212, R.5, PR 65. Similar to the 
regular issue Indian cent but with a broad, ornamented shield 
at the top of the reverse. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain 
edge. Red color clings to the devices with a steely-blue in the 
fields. 

893 NGC 1863 Two-Cent Piece. Judd-312, R.4, PR 65 Brown. 
Similar to the adopted design with the most obvious 
differences being GOD OUR TRUST on the ribbon on the 
obverse and CENTS curved sharply in the center of the 
reverse. Struck in bronze with a plain edge. While a brown 
coin, there is really a great deal of color on this piece with 
deep blue, brown, and deep orange-red being the dominant 
shades. Highly reflective fields and quite an attractive 
example of this "transitional" pattern. 


894 NGC 1868 Three-Cent Nickel, Judd-618, R.4, PR 65. Similar to 
the adopted design but struck in a larger format than the 
regular issue. The date is also larger and the numerals are 
smooth rather than grooved as on the regular design. Struck 
in nickel with a plain edge. Highly reflective surfaces with a 
pale overlay of pastel iridescence. 

895 NGC 1869 Ten-Cents, Judd-696, R.5, PR 63. Standard Silver 
issue with Liberty's cap adorned with three stars on the 
obverse and 10 CENTS surrounded by a thick wreath of oak 
and laurel on the reverse. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. 
Deep blue, aquamarine, and lilac toning over both sides. 

896 NGC 1869 Ten-Cents, Judd-708, R.5, PR 63. Standard Silver 
issue with only one star at the front of Liberty's head on the 
obverse and the same reverse as the J-696 above. Struck in 
silver with a reeded edge. Toned a cinnamon-brown with blue 
accents on each side.

Graded and authenticated by 
NCI on certificate SME-8214-021, dated 8/11/88. 

899 NCI 1914-D Indian ten-dollar MS 64. Matte-like surfaces and 
well struck with deep orange-gold color. Graded and 
authenticated by NCI on 1/28/87. certificate GAL-7019-002. 

900 NCI 1933-D Oregon MS 65. Untoned centers with a faint ring 
of color at the margins. Graded and authenticated by NCI on 
certificate LIO-7168-009, dated 6/22/87. 
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
